C. P. R. will Expend 


Millions in West. 


——— 


Winnipeg, Feb. 2.--That the 
Canadian Pacific is looking for 
ward to a very busy summer in 
1910, is evident, and indicated by 
a statement made by General 
Manager Bury in Vancouver. He 
stated that the large sum of 
$30,000,000 would be expended in 
Western Canada this year. This’ 
total would include betterments 
and improvements and great in- 
terest is manifested to learn in 


\|what pa¥f§.of the country the 


corporation will be at work. 

W. Whyte, second  vice- 
president of the C.P.R., ison the 
way to Montreal, where he will 
meet Sir Thomas Shaughnessy. 
Mr. Whyte has with him the entire 
list of improvements which were 
prepared by General Superinten- 
dent Busteed, of the Pacific div- 
ision,and General Superintendent 
Price of the western division,and 
General Superintendent Arundel 
of the central division. It is 
stated that the demands of the 
western division are the largest, 
those of the central division 
second, and those of the Pacific 
divisions third. 

One of the interesting features 
of the vetterment of the system 
of the company, is stated to be 
the continuing of tlie double- 
tracking which now extends from 
the head of the lakes to the city 
far to the west. There appears 
to be little doubt that the line be- 
tween Winnipeg and Brandon 
will be doubled within the next 
few years, and it is almost as 
certain that a portion of the work 
will be done this season. The 
passenger and freight business 
on the line are both heavy, and 
the additional lir.e would be wel- 
comed by the officials who are 
responsible for the operation of 
traffic. Construction will also be 
pushed this year on the Teulon 
line ruaning northward between 
the two great lakes,and work will 
also probably be done in the ex- 
tension of the Winnipeg Beach 
branch, At Souris, which has 
, become a considerable railway 
‘centre, work will be done on new 
roundhouses, shops, etc. 

A line, in the construction of 
' which thousands of people are 
interested, is the new road from 
Weyburn to Lethbridge. About 
thirty milea of this road west from 
Weyburn nave been built, and 
the supposition is that this year, 
the company will work from both 
ends. A line will be built east 
from Lethbridge and work will 
unquestionably be done on the 
line west from the present ter- 
minus. 

Work will also probably be 
done this year on the line from 
Outlook to Castor, where there 
remains a gap of 225 miles,which 
will connect Moosejaw directly 
with Edmonton. There has been 
a great rush into this country 
during the past season, and many 
hundreds of settiers are awaiting 
the advent of transportation fac- 
ilities. 

At Edmonton the company vill 
erect their high level bridge, at a 
cost of a million, and this sum 
will be included in the appropri- 
ations of this year. From such 
information as could be secured 
at the local offices teday in the 
absence of Mr. Whyte, it appears 
that tle Canadian Pacific may 
have surprises in store for the 
west in the matter of construction 
of new lines, andthe announce- 
ment from Mr. Bury that the sum 
of $30,000,000 was to be approp- 
riated this year, seems toconfirm 
this statement. 


Terrible Explosion Claims 
One Hundred Lives. 


San Antonio, Tex., Feb.2—One 
hundred are dead :in the Paula 
mine in Mexico, across from the 
Eagle Pass, in the State of Coa- 
huila as a result of the 
carelessness of a Mexican in 
lighting a cigarette. Sixty-eight 
bodies have already been taken 
from the shaft. The others are 
buried further in. There is no 
hope that any will be found alive. 
Not a single man in the mine es- 
caped, One man was brought to 
the surface in a conscious condit- 
ion, but died shortly, afterwards, 

He told of tne circumstances of 
the explosion. Smoking in the 
mine is prohibited, but it seems 
thata new miner, not understand- 
ing the danger, smuggled tobacco 
and matches into the shaft, when 
he went to work this morning, 
and the miners had been at work 
nearly an hour when he struck a 
match to light a cigarette. Im- 
mediately the explosion followed, 
burying alive the 100 men in the 
mine at the time. Frantic efforts 
were made by the mine superin- 
tendent to rescue the men, but 
the shaft was so filled that it took 
hours of work to reach the cham- 
ber where the men were confined. 

The entire interior of the mine 
was badly wrecked. Some df the 
bodies were horribly mangled, 
Those who escaped death from 
the effects of the explosion were 
suffocated, all air chambers being 
stopped up by the falling walls. 
The Paula mine is one of the 
Musquiz group belonging to the 
Coahuila Coal company, an Am- 
erican concern. It was the best 
equipped coal mine in Mexico and 
the loss tothe proprietors will be

The sending of dele- 
gates to the Greek assembly cer- 
tainly would be a breach of the 
agreement and under the arrange- 
ment made. at the time of the 
withdrawal of the powers would 
result in the immediate return of 
the forces which occupied the 
island so long. 


GREEKS CHEERFULLY EXPLAIN.

Nor is 
the paper less acceptable because 
I cannot endorse everything said 
by its editor. 
On the question of keeping 
militarism out of the schools I am 
most heartily in accord with The 
Sun. There should be no such 
mix-up, and I believe all thinking 
farmers will agree with the writer 
that there should be no gunboats 
or war craft on our inland lakes. 
But, on the question of assist- 
ance to Great Britain in holding 
her dominant position on the seas, 
now that her supremacy is 
threatened,and a willingness ex- 
pressed by the British people to 
accept assistance from the Dom- 
inions over seas, there should, in 
my opinion, if Canada expects to 
continue a component part of the 
Empire, be a most generous 
response. A direct contribution 
of two: Dreadnoughts would not 
be too much. There is no appar- 
ent reason why Canada, credited 
as being the brightest gem in the 
British crown, should be behind 
Australia and New. Zealand, 
which countries have aupplied 
funds for the creation. of the 
‘complete naval unit as suggested 
by the Admiralty, and these fleets 
when built, to act in conjunction 
with the Imperial fleet. To say 
nothing of the financial assist- 
ance, the moral support, showing 
to the world that the colonies are 
one in heart and soul with the 
British Empire, could not fail to 
make largely in the direction of 
peace. 
One of Australia’s clever jour- 
nalists put the case nicely, when, 
remarking on the growth of Im- 
perial sentiment, and speaking 
for his own country, he said: 
“The feeling now is’ unanimous 
that the Empire has to stand one 
and undivided, a compact body, 
armour placed: ‘all around.’

and black, had become Socialists, 


everything was to be changed in 
a twinkling. Human nature was 
to bechanged.  Selfishnees was 
to vanish, and, as Mr. Isaacson 
has repeatedly told me, men 
would become angels instantly. 

Mr, Isaacson even went se far 
at the Socialist convention for the 
last election as to fight to a finish 
any attempt to construct a plat- 
form of any kind and especially if 
it contained anything even hint- 
ing at social, pouitical, or econ- 
omic questions. 

Mr. Isaacson has assured me 
many times tnat he understood 
Marx, that he drew his inspiration 
from Marx, that he based his 
assertions on Marx, that he was 
guided by Marx. 


My reply was that if such were 
the case then Marx was too myth- 
ical for me to read or bother with. 

On maay occasions I pointed 
out to Mr. Isaacson the enormous 
good being done in other lands 
by Socialists who did as I with 
social, political, and economic 
questions and with the inequalit- 
ies in the existing order of things, 
in other words by practical Soc- 
ialists,that is by men who did not 
believe in sitting still and dream- 
ing of myths. ; 

On every occasion, Mr. Isaac- 
has repudiated these practical 
methods and claimed that these 
men did not understand Marx, tor 
if they did, they would most cer- 
tainly not be duing anytning, 
good or bad. 


My surprise therefore was great 
aod pleasure More 80 On reading 
Nis letter, to discover that Mr. 
Isaacson was now praising the 
practical Socialists for what they 
were doing to better condttions 
in other lands. 

That he now advocated discus- 
sion of sucial, political, and ec- 
onomic questions. 

That he did not desire to wait 
until the whole world became 
Socialistic before taking action to 
expose the inequalities in the ex- 
isting order of things and to en- 
deavour to remedy them. 


That in other words, Mr. Isaac- 
son had, in a twinkling, ceased to 
be a mythical dreamer and idler, 
and had become a practical, en- 
ergetic and active Socialist. 


That, in consequence, there 
was a chance for Mr. Isaacson to 
do some good by inducing hig 
brother men to abandon, as he 
had done, the mythical doctrine, 
which he has so many times 
assured me originated with Marx. 


However, if Mr. Isaacson has 
misled me as to the doctrines of 
Marx, he certainly merits censure 
and it is doubtfur if L will ever be 
able to forgive him. 


That he did deceive me now 
seems certain, perhaps not inten- 
tionally, for he now states that 
Marx teaches ‘‘the evolutionary 
tendency in economius’’, whereas 
he assured me many’ times that 
Marx taught sitting still, leaving:

Isaacson from becoming a Social- 
ist for many years and he has my 
best wishes in his attempt to 
make up for lost time.
